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PREFACE 


HIS brief pamphlet fets forth as concifely as poffible the information I poffefs 
relating to the direct lines of the families mentioned, together with proof of 
the military fervice of my anceftors, as far as known, my object being to fend a copy 
to everyone interefted in the hope that I would be able to gain further information . 
to be ufed in a genealogy now in preparation. Every ftatement herein, except one or 
two followed by an interrogation, can, I think, be proved by records, tradition being 
entirely difcarded. 

Everyone receiving a copy of this pamphlet is urgently requefted to advife me 
at once if any miftake is difcovered, or if they can, to fupply any further information. 
I particularly defire information as to my earlier anceftors. . 

I hardly dare hope that the Baker family can be traced beyond John I, for the 
reafon that even at the early date of the “ Narrow Ganfett Warr” there were a dozen 
or more JohngBakerg in the Province of Maffachufetts Bay. However, the flighteft 
hint regarding this anceftor will be appreciated. 

I defire here to acknowledge the valuable fervices of the Reverend Frederick 
W. Bailey, manager of the Bureau of American Anceftry, New Haven, Conn., by 
whofe careful fearch were difcovered many valuable genealogical records of the Baker 
family, and to whofe abfolute truftworthinefs it is a pleafure to teftify.
